The rescue was reported by the 
trawler Triton, which said her crew 
was dragging for the ship. 
The plane circle# about the Storm 
for several minutes before it dropped 
a message attached to a five-gallon 
oil can. The message read: 
"Point direction of land from your 
deck.” 
The pencilled words were on the 
back of a chart which apparently 
pointed out a course from St. John, 
N. B., to Boston. 
Members of the Storm crew im­ 
mediately painted on the pilot house 
the directions W.N.W. (west north­ 
west) indicating the direction to­ 
ward Cape Cod. 
The plane was flying high and 
went out of sight only to return an 
hour later and then fly off again. 
The message from the Storm to 
Radio Marine said the plane ap­ 
parently did not see the directions as 
the sea. 
Edward Falz, manager of the fly­ 
ing school at the Central airport, 
Camden, New Jersey, said the two- 
place, high-wing

at the school’s flying field. 
Camden airport officials said the 
ship carried the identification: NC-

L e g a l i t y of 
Fireworks Law 
Is Challenged 


Harrisburg, June 6 (AF)—Hie 
first of the acts of the 1939 
legislature to be attacked in a 
court suit today is scheduled for 
oral argument next Monday (2 
p. rn.) in Dauphin court. 
President Judge William M. 
I largest issued a ruling, directing 
the attorney general show cause 
then why the anti-fireworks law, 
passed after a spectacular fight 
in the recent session, should not 
be held unconstitutional. 
The suit was brought by the 
J. Hal pern company, Pittsburgh 
wholesale house, asking an in­ 
junction against the act which 
now prohibits the sale or use of 
fireworks in Pennsylvania. 
Attorneys for the company 
claimed the law is “confiscatory," 
and that it threatens $250,000 
the company has invested in 
merchandise and trade contracts.

Lawior was said by police to have 
sought to excuse his action by pro­ 
ducing a gun permit. He was given 
a quick hearing before a magistrate 
and bound over for a week. 
His story gSVe no hint as to 
whether he deliberately aimed his 
weapon at the car of the Duchess, 
near her fashionable town house 
Monday night. Its brevity indicated 
authorities were at a loss to ascribe 
any motive for his act. 
Lawior, who gave an address in a 
l o w e r middle-class London resi­ 
dential section, was formally charged 
in broad legal language with Illegal 
possession of a firearm “with intent 
to endanger life or property.” 
'Hie Duchess was unharmed and 
no damage was done to her car. 
The incident occurred Monday night 
as she was entering the automobile 
on her way to a movie 
A policeman, Robert Tice, related 
that Luwlor, collared on his bicycle, 
readily surrendered a foot-long shot­ 
gun and protested: 
“I did not hit anyone, did I? 
It 
is quite in order. 
I have a cer­ 
tificate.”

Even on his way to the police sta­ 
tion, w h e r e he 
was questioned 
throughout the night by Scotland 
Yard investigators, L a w i o r was 
quoted as saying “I am entitled to 
this” — leferring to the brightly 
polished weapon. 
At the police station Lawior drew 
his gun permit from his pocket. Tice 
testified that the breach of the gun 
was opened and an empty shell 
found inside. 
Almost simultaneously with the 
firing of the shot a window pane was 
broken in the home of the princess 
royal, Countess of Harewood, only 
sister of King George VI, and Scot­ 
land Yard sought to determine if the 
two incidents were part of a ter­ 
rorism campaign.

Washington, June 6 (AP).—The 
great and small of the capital paid 
eloquent 
tribute 
today 
to 
Will 
Rogers—a man who endeared him­ 
self to the world by being himself. 
Midway between the marble like­ 
nesses of George Washington and 
Alexander Hamilton in the capitol’s 
famed rotunda, friends of the cow- 
boy-humorist gathered to unveil a 
striking bronze statue executed by- 
Jo Davidson. 
The statue show’s Rogers in one 
of his characteristic poses—hands in 
his pockets and his eyes squinting. 
His tie is hanging from his collar, 
and his double-breasted coat is fast­ 
ened on the lowest button. 
The ceremony came 22 years after 
Oklahoma’s first nominee to statuary 
hall—Sequoyah—was 
presented to 
the federal government. 
Sequoyah 
was a Cherokee Indian, and Rogers 
was one-fourth Cherokee—the one 
thing in his life of which he se­ 
riously boasted. 
Oklahoma thus becomes the first 
state to have statues in the capitol 
ort wo men whose blood was that o f 
the original Americans. Each stats 
is permited to offer likenesses of twro 
of its citizens. 
Mrs. Rgers. widow of the humor­ 
ist, and other members of his fam­ 
ily came here for the unveiling. 
Gov. Leon C. Phillips, of Okla­ 
homa. was invited to make the pre­ 
sentation 
speech, 
with 
Senator 
Barkley (D-Ky), chairman of the 
senate library committee, accepting 
it for the government.

He wants more selfish power — and that, w ithout asking the advice or 
consent of those who fight his battles for him, while he sits comfortably 
in some safe place. 
Just suppose th a t Mr. H itler or Mr. Mussolini would' order an im ­ 
m ediate war tomorrow — and just suppose th a t not a single soldier would 
move. 
Just suppose th a t as one man, their big arm ies would say: “We 
don’t want any war. 
We w’on’t fight!” 
Then w hat? 
W hat would be­ 
come of the ten-year axis then? 
Or just suppose th a t all the business 
men, the miners, the working men in all walks of life should say: “We 
won t work a m inute if war is declared.” And Just suppose all the women 
should say: "We refuse to become M others if war is th ru st upon us, and 
our only boys are sent out to be maimed and shot.” 
W hat then? 
One 
man, or one group of men in power, couldn't order all those who refused, 
to be shot. 
How in this world to endure another great conflagration when it is 
so sick and maimed from the last one? Who is to pay? There is but one 
answer — the common people — you and I, add our children. W hy are we 
so heavily taxed? 
To pay for war. 
W ar-m akers alone hate — not the 
people. 
I see where Mr. Rockefeller has just sent a check to pay for a fine 
hospital in Japan — but over in China, Japanese bonitos have just de­ 
stroyed a hospital th at Mr. Rockefeller built and paid for there!

Detroit. June 6 (AP) — On the 
exact day th a t King George VI and 
Queen Elizabeth were coming w ithin 
virtually a step of United States soil, 
Scan Russell, a reputed leader of the 
outlawed Irish republican army, was 
held a federal prisoner here today. 
Secretive 
officers 
kept 
Russell, 
Irish orator, incommunicado in a 
federal detention building where he 
had been placed after his arrest late 
M onday for an unexplained reason. 
He was arrested just after he had 
stepped off a train from Chicago. 
The King and Queen, speeding 
their last miles through Canada, are 
due to reach Windsor, O ntario, just 
across the Detroit river from this 
city, early tonight and will m ake a 
brief stop before going on to N iagara 
Falls. 
Russell, whose reputed chief-of- 
staff post with the Irish republican 
arm y gave rise to reports Scotland 
Y ard wanted him back frown America 
because of the recent bombings in 
England, was placed under arrest as 
he was about to enter a taxicab. He 
has been on a lecture tour of the 
United States. 
A companion, identifying him self 
as Joseph M cGarrity, of Philadel­ 
phia, said three federal officers a p ­ 
proached 
them 
in 
front of 
the 
M ichigan Central railroad station 
and calmly took custody of Russell. 
M cG arrity said he him self was “not 
w anted.” 
W hat the charge was, if any, was 
not made public. Officers firmly in ­ 
sisted there was “nothing to say." 
Indicating with w hat quiet the 
officers had proceeded w ith the a r­ 
rest was the fact th a t Russell had 
been in custody approxim ately six 
hours before word of it leaked out. 
W hen th e arrest became known, an 
Irish-A m erican group here quickly 
w ent to Russell's aid and engaged 
counsel for him. 
The responsibility for the arrest 
meanwhile 
remained 
a 
mystery. 
Officers would not comment. 
The 
S tate 
departm ent 
a t W ashington 
said it had had no request for ex­ 
tradition. 
M cG arrity said Russell has been in 
the United States five or six weeks 
on a “legal passport.’’

The 
colored citizens m et at the school 
house and after interesting exercises 
formed in procession, and preceded 
by the veterans, the school children 
m arched to their grave yards and 
honored their dead. Promptly a t.I 
o’clock the procession formed in the 
square and moved in the following 
order.

The latter drew their hose reel 
beautifully covored with evergreens 
and flowers, and upon reaching the 
National monument, the company 
festooned the railing around the 
monument, and suspended, among 
the folds of green, shields bearing 
the names of States having dead 
buried here. 
The Post, school children and 
Arion Musical Association of B alti­ 
more were formed w ithin the sem i­ 
circle of graves, and after the beau­ 
tiful and impressive ceremonies of 
the G. A. R. were rendered by the 
officers of the Post, and the Arion 
Association had sung "How Sweet 
They Rest,” the children scattered 
a profusion of flowers over the 3588 
graves, the Arion Association sing­ 
ing “W ith Sorrowful M ourning." 
The huge crowd repaired to the 
rostrum where the Arion sang the 
"Star Spangled Banner" with grand 
effect. Rev Dr. H W. M cKnight of­ 
fered prayer and Gen Stewart L. 
Woodford, of Brooklyn. N Y.. hav­ 
ing been introduced, delivered the 
oration 
The 
audience 
expected 
much from the orator and they were 
not disappointed 
Rev. J. R Dunkerley pronounced 
the benediction, and the large crowd 
dispersed just in time to escape a 
pelting rain storm 


Death of Col. 
McClellan: 
Our 
town was startled Saturday noon 
by the announcem ent th at Col. John 
H. McClellan had died suddenly at 
the Central Hotel. Littlestown. The 
sad news was conveyed by a des­ 
patch from Hon. Wm. Sherry to 
Simon J. Diller. It seems th a t early 
Saturday morning reports reached 
the 
Colonel 
th a t several 
of 
the 
bridges on the Gettysburg and Lit­ 
tlestown turnpike had been seriously 
damaged by the rains of the day 
previous, and th at he immediately 
ordered his buggy to make a per­ 
sonal inspection. He went alone. 
At the hotel -he sent for Mr. M cSher- 
ry. The Col. rem arked that he was 
worn out, it was h it heart. 
The Colonel w-as bom M arch 5, 
1808. on March Creek. 
He com­ 
menced his active career as a clerk 
of the old Gettysburg bank having 
been elected about January. 1834, 
and serving until his resignation 
M arch 2, 1867. He served as County 
Treasurer by appointm ent in 1838, 
’39 and ’40. and was elected to th a t 
office in 1843 Tile McClellans have 
during the whole life of the Colonel, 
owned and occupied the McClellan 
House, although since the death of 
George W. it has been leased. 
It 
was purchased by his father in 1808 
from the executor of Jam es Scott, 
The Colonel left the following 
letter in his family bible. His wishes 
have been carried out. 
Gettysburg. 
May 23, 1887. 
Mr. Win G arlach: 
Dear friend: You will please carry 
out my instructions as follows, as 
near as you can: 
In view of the uncertainty of life, 
I hereby commit my last wishes to 
writing, with regard to the m anner 
and form, for the disposal of all 
th at is left of my m ortal remains. 
First, I wish to be clothed in a 
good suit of woolen cloth “Black,” 
and placed in a Metallic Coffin, with 
a clean woolen blanket inside. 
I wish no m ourning. Tile funeral 
service is to be held in My Opera , 
House The rem ains to be placed on 
the stage in front of the M arsh j 
Creek scenery, after 
the services 
the coffin can be placed at the door 
where everybody can have the last 
look at the corpse I wish my re­ 
m ains conveyed to the Evergreen 
Cemetery in a plain clean spring 
wagon I wish my coffin to be placed 
in a plain strong wooden box, then 
to be arched over 
with 
granite 
slabs 3 inches thick and then ce­ 
mented. with a solid foundation for 
head and foot stones.
